★ To speed the settling of the If est, 
our nation u anted railroads pushed 
across great unsettled areas to de- 
t elop rich but distant regions and to 
bind the country together jot military 
and other reasons. 


In the 1830’s and I860’s, to encour­ 
age raihvads to push their tracks 
into the undeveloped territory, Con­ 
gress granted the odd sections on each 


side of the track to the railroads, 
u ith < ertain "strings " attached, and 
these grants varied in depth up to 
several miles. 


The evem sections retained by the 
government u ere for the most part 
sold to settlers at a substantial in­ 
crease in price. 


The I and Grant policy teas very 
h e lp fu l in g ettin g the railroads 
started in those early days. B U T. ,. 


Is n ’t it o u t o f d ate to d a y ? 


In return for their Land Grants, 
the railroads originally were re­ 
quired, and are still required to 
4o so in respect of military and 
naval property and personnel, to 
h au l g o v e r n m e n t p a s s e n g e r s , 
freight, and mail at rates far below 
those applicable to ordinary traffic. 


Since the L and G ra n ts w ere 
made, railroads have paid out in 
reduced rates on government traf­ 
fic many times the amount they have 
received from these Land Grants.
